special session, in order that this 
legislation may be completed in time 
to be effective on this year’s agri- 
cultural. crops. 

Monday ‘and Tuesday of this week 
wag devoted to hearing the propon- 
ents and opponents of an increase of 
the tariff'on sugar. This:-particular 
question is of more vital interest to 
the farmers of- Michigan, in my opin- 
ion, than to the farmers of any other 
state. One who knows the cost to 
the farmer of raising his crop of 
beets realizes that there must be an 
increase in the price to him if this 
particular industry is to continue to 
flourish. Also there must be more 
favorable. conditions and tireymstan- 
ces under which beet sugar. factories 
operate, if they are to continue. in 
business. It is an established fact 
that nearly all of them have, during 
the past four years operated at a 
loss. No industry can long survive 
conditions of this kind. 

The American beet sugar interests 

and the American cane sugar’ inter- 
ests are a unit in asking for a tariff 
of three cents per pound on sugar. 
Our treaty with Cuba gives to that 
country a preferential of twenty per 
cent in tariff on all products coming 
into this country from Cuba, This 
means that inasmuch as Cuba exports 
more sugar to this country than all 
other countries combined, including 
our island possessions, that she will 
be able to export her sugar to us at 
a duty of two dollars and forty cents 
per hundred. . This figure in reality 
will fix the domestie price of this 
product. It means if the request of 
the sugar producers, including the 
farmers, is granted by Congress, that 
this price will be raised approximate- 
ly one-half cent a pound on sugars 
to the consumers of the country. 
. In view of the fact that our Dem- 
ocratic brethern claim the tariff on 
sugar has increased the price to the 
consumer of this country; inasmuch 
as .they have tried to convince the 
people that the price on this partic- 
ular product is away above all reason 
and that the tariff is responsible for 
the people here paying an exorbitant 
price for sugar, it is -well to compare 
the price in this country and . the 
price.in the other larger countries of 
the world. 

In October, 1928, the latest month 
upon which the Department of Com- 
merce can supply a report of sugar 
prices -in the various countries, the 
wholesale price to the American 
people was 5.145c; to the people of 
Canada 5.820c; to the people of Great 
Britian 5.323c; to the people of 
France 6,342; to the people of Spain 


11.850; and to the Italians 14.827c.!° 


It will be seen from this that. the 
American people pay less for their 
sugar than do any of the peoples I 


have enumerated. .

PAPER FROM CORNSTALKS 


What is said to have been the first 
edition of any in the 
world to be printed on paper made 
from cornstalks was issued by the 
Commercial-News of Daneville, Ill, 
one day last month.

25 tons of newsprint. 

The paper was produced in Dan- 
ville by the Corn Products Company, 
which has expended $750,000 in the 
erection of a plant and research lab- 
oratory. The process employed is 
based on that originated by Dr. 
Bela Dorner, a Hungarian, with suit- 
able modifications resulting from the 
labors of Dr. J. E. Jacson, an Amer- 
ican industrial chemist.

HORSE’S TAIL BRING DIS- 
ASTER 


We have heard many tales of the 
serious consequence wrought through 
the near proximity of gasoline and 
lighted cigarettes, but when a horse’s 
tail enters the train of incidents, the 
effect apparently is overwhelming, 
judging from the story received from 
Evanston, llinois. / 

There, a milk truck driver, smoking 
a cigarette, parked in the dairy yard 
to refill the gasoline tank. Fuel 
overflowed on the ground at the mo- 
ment he flicked ashes from his cig- 
arette. Instantly, the gasoline flared 
up. and ignited his coat, which, in 
hastily removing, he threw on the tail 
of one of 12 horses in a nearby barn. 
This annoyed the animal so that he 
switched his burning tail, tossing: the 
flaming coat onto a pile of hay. 

Result: A policeman managed to 
lead out the frightened horses but 
the fire loss included the barn, five 
trucks and some wagons; damage, 
$10,000. The National Board of Fire 
Underwriters estimates that careless 
use of matches—and smoking— caus- 
ed fire losses of over $29,000,000 in 
1927. while petroleum and its pro- 
ducts. resulted in losses of more than 
$12,500,000. =It is well to treat these 
products with due care.

was ratified Inst week by the senate. 
The vote was 85 to'1, Senator John ; 
J. Blaine of Wisconsin being the only | 
one to remain steadfast in his opposi- 
tion to the pact. All others who had 
been fighting the treaty fell {nto line 
after Senator Borah agreed to the 
evbmission of a report from the for- 
elgn relations committee setting forth 
the American understanding of the 
meaning of the pact. I 

This report said that the committee 
approved the treaty with the under- © 
atanding that {t does not curtail the 
right of self-defense; that each nation 
fs free to determine what constitutes 
the right of gelf-defense. It also . 
atated that the Monroe Doctrine Is a— 
part of our system of national defense 
and that there Is no obligation on the 
part of any of the signers to engage 
in punitive or coercive measures 
against a violator nation. i 

It might be well to reprint the two 
essential articles of the treaty. These 
are: ; 

“ARTICLE 1. The high contracting 
parties solemnly declare in the names 
of their respective peoples that they 
condemn recourse to war for the solu- 
tion of international controversies, ; 
and renounce ft as an instrument of | 
national policy in their relations with 
one anotlier. i 

“ARTICLE 2. The high contracting | 
parties agree that the settlement or 
solution of all disputes or conflicts of 
whatever pature or of whatever orl- 
gin they may be, which may arise 
among them, shall never be sought | 
except by pacific means.” 

President Coolidge, it 1s said, con- ! 
siders the snecessful negotiation of 
this treaty’ the high accomplishment ! 
of his administration. Skeptics and , 
eynics consider {t a mere gesture 
that, in a crisis, will amount .to little 
or nothing, ‘Between these two views 
is the general opinion of mankind, ; 
that the pact is a big step toward , 
world peace that must have a power- | 
ful moral effect whenever there is 
threat of war between any of the 
signatory nations—and these {nclude 
almost all the nations on earth. Some 
of the senators who voted for the 
treaty did it with a {augh, agreeing 
with Senator Glass that it {a “not — 
worth a postage stamp,” but thet Its H 
defeat would psychologically be a bad 
thing. In Europe the ratification was 
greeted with joy by the governments. 

On Thursday President Coolidge 
signed the treaty in the presence of 
the cabinet and members of the sen- 
ate.
